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In  this  book  Professor  Shepherd's  main  concern  is  with  price  supports.  He 
explains  the  major  price- supporting  programs  Which  have  been  undertaken  in  this 
country  and  appraises  their  effectiveness.    The  boo'-:  contains  29  chapters  group- 
ed under  four  headings:     (1)   stabilisiing  agricultural  prices  by  controlling  the 
market  supplies  of  i arm  products;     (2)  stabilising  agricultural  prices  by  con- 
trolling the  demand  for  farm  products;     (3)  local  and  regional  programs  for  con- 
trolling market  supply  and  demands;     and  (4)  the  problem  of  controlling  agricul- 
tural prices  after  World  War  II. 

In  the  final  chapter  Shepherd  sets  up  eight  prepositions  concerning  agri- 
cultural price  controls  which  he  feels  are  warranted  by  his  analysis  of  past 
experiments . 

This  book  is  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  growing  literature  on  govern- 
ment administered  prices  of  agricultural  products,    Shepherd's  descriotions  of 
past  control  programs  are  concise  and  accurate,  arid  his  appraisals  of  their 
effects  upon  farm  prices  and  returns  are,  I  think,  essentially  correct.  ~ne 
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of  the  important  aspects  of  agricultural  price  control  which  Shepherd  does 
not  cover  at  all  adequately,  however,  is  the  effects  of  the  various  programs 
upon  national  income  and  employment.

The  author  of  this  book  maintains  that  adult  education  cen  make  a  signifi- 
cant contribution  to  more  truly  democratic  living  through  home  economics  classes. 
The  study  is  based  throughout  upon  the  theory  that  democratic  living  must  find 
a  place  in  daily  practices  of  both  the  home  and  the  school  if  the  underlying 
philosophy  of  the  democratic  way  of  life  is  to  be  preserved.    ™he  set  of  criteria 
used  as  the  yardstick  for  measuring  democratic  living  among  the  120  families 
studied  suggests  to  teachers  and  leaders  of  adult  groups  specific  ways  in  which 
democratic  experiencing  may  be  a  part  of  everyday  family  life.        ^ rom  a  review 
in  Pr actio?!

FARMERS  OF  THE  WORLD,     by  Edmund  deS .  Brunner  and  others.      Columbia  University

The  primary  aim  of  this  book  is  to  discuss  the  most  effective  general  ap- 
proach which  a  government  or  a  private  agency  can  use  in  helping  rural  people 
solve  their  everyday  problems.    This  approach  is  commonly  called  Extension.  Con- 
siderable space  is  devoted  to  specific  ways,  and  means  of  carrying  on  extension 
but  these  are  Incidental  to  the  primary  aim.    The  basis  of  discussion  throughout 
is  within  the  democratic  framework;  namely,  that  the  end  of  all  extension  activi- 
ty is  the  growth  and  improvement  of  the  individual  rather  than  the  fashioning  of 
automatons  who  merely  obey  orders  handed  down  from  above. 

As  the  title  of  the  book  suggests,  the  authors  deal  with  agricultural  exten- 
sion in  the  nonliterate  societies  of  the  Pacific  Islands,  of  the  pea.sant  societies 
of  China,  India,  Arabia,  the  Balkans,  Latin  America,  and  of  Euro-American  society.
